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Mayoral candidate 
submits fraudulent 
signatures

AGAWAM — Mayor Richard 
A. Cohen will run unopposed in 
the November election after one 
mayoral candidate was determined 
to have submitted phony signa- 
tures to the city clerk’s office. 

According to meeting minutes 
from the Sept. 12 Board of Regis- 
trars meeting, City Clerk Richard 
Theroux presented an objection to 
nomination papers submitted by 
Walter A. Meissner HI because of 
a series of names that appeared to 
be in similar block-letter form, no 
signatures, with precinct numbers. 

Contacted Monday, Sept. 16, 
Theroux told Agawam Advertiser 
News that there were over 25 sig- 
natures filled out in such a way 
and that “it was obviously done 
in one hand.” 

He was able to obtain eight af- 
fidavits from people who came 
forward and said they did not, in 
fact, sign the petition. 
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Several of those residents at- 
tended the Sept. 12 meeting at 
Agawam Public Library. 

According to Theroux, the 
town of Agawam requires 100 
valid signatures for an individual 
to be placed on the ballot. While 
Meissner turned in 104 signa- 
tures, with eight removed as forg- 
eries, Meissner did not obtain the 
required number of signatures. As 
a result, his name will not appear 
on the ballot as a candidate for the 
office of mayor. Only incumbent 
Mayor Richard A. Cohen will run 
for the seat. 

The Board of Registrars also 
voted unanimously to instruct the 
law department to communicate 
with the police department re- 
garding the issue “because of the 
seriousness of the offense,” ac- 
cording to the meeting minutes. 
The Hampden County District At- 
torney’s office will also be asked 
to look into it, said Theroux. 

Meissner could not be reached 
for comment at presstime.

A ride in remembrance 
Deputy fire chief to pedal 100 miles

B ernard “B.J.’ Calvi has never 
attempted a 100-mile bike 
ride, although he always wanted 
to. So when he heard about a 
“century” bike ride this month to 
honor fallen police officers Kevin 
Ambrose of Springfield and Jose 
Torres of Westfield, he was ex- 
cited to start training. 

The “SPD Ride To Remember” 
will take place Saturday, Sept. 21. 
The purpose of the bicycle ride 
is to raise public awareness of 
officers — like Ambrose and Tor- 


res — who have died in the line of 
duty, and also to raise funds for 
the Massachusetts Law Enforce- 
ment Memorial in Boston. 

Springfield Police Officer Kevin 
Ambrose was killed in the line of 
duty June 4, 2012, while respond- 
ing to a domestic dispute call. A 
36-year veteran of the Springfield 
Police, Ambrose had served as a 
police cadet for two years. He is 
survived by his wife, two children 
and one granddaughter. 

Westfield Officer Jose Torres 
was killed following a vehicle ac-

Blocking one candidate 


from running 


e were disheartened to learn earlier 

this week that one mayoral candidate 
had reportedly submitted phony signatures 
along with his nomination papers for the 
November election. 

Given that the mayor oversees the day-to- 
day of town operations — not to mention an 
annual operating budget of millions of dol- 
lars — we were dismayed when we learned 
that one individual with his hat in the ring 
couldn’t be bothered to go through the elec- 
tion process on the up-and-up. Instead, City 
Clerk Richard Theroux alleged last week 
that Walter Meissner HI turned in a nomi- 
nation form with at least eight phony signa- 
tures in similar block letter form. 

When contacted, several of those people 
told the clerk that the signatures were not, 
in fact, theirs. 

While the political climate of any city or 
town can change from year to year, it is vital 
that local election candidates have at least 
some regard for the legitimacy of the office 
they seek. This includes being responsible to 
those people who would — ultimately — vote 
for them. 

We commend Theroux for his due dili- 
gence in bringing the matter to the attention 
of the Board of Registrars and obtaining af- 
fidavits from eight of the individuals fraudu- 
lently included on the nomination papers. 

We know Meissner hoped to bring some 
kind of change to the Agawam town gov- 
ernment, but we cannot condone doing so 
illegally. The taxpayers and voters here have 
enough to worry about without constantly 
wondering about the integrity of their poten- 
tial leader. 

Kudos to the Board of Registrars, too, 
for voting to instruct the law department to 
communicate with the Agawam Police De- 
partment and district attorney’s office about 
the issue. 

There are certain offenses the voters just 
can’t let slide, and with this latest develop- 
ment, we think Meissner has just about worn 
out his welcome with the people here. 

We only hope that during the next election 
cycle, Meissner will opt to consider not run- 
ning and wasting the taxpayers’ — and our 
— time.

Condo trash 
reimbursement keeps 
individual control 


To the editor: 


Regarding “Condo owner looks at 
the fine print,” (Sept. 12 edition), it’s 
hard to imagine how Mr. Fournier got 
the impact of the proposed condo trash 
resolution so backwards — especially if 
he’s actually read the resolution. Main- 
taining individual condominium con- 
trol is at the core of the reimbursement 
style resolution. Each condominium’s 
trash hauling contract/terms will stay 
in place, so pick-up schedules remain 
the same. The town, through its sub- 
contractor, doesn’t have to come on 
to private property and/or create a li- 
ability risk for itself. Trash hauler costs 
are maintained at current levels, rather 
than increased by up to 50 percent if 
the town provided the service. It’s a 
“win-win” solution to the underlying 
discrimination issue.

On the other hand, if we were to pur- 
sue Mr. Fournier’s initial proposal — to 
“legally challenge” the town’s “feeble 
interpretation” that condominium 
dwellings house more than four fami- 
lies, when it taxes each unit individu- 
ally — all of the mutually beneficial 
aspects of our resolution would be lost. 
Instead both would be left with legal 
bills, the loss of control Mr. Fournier 
fears would occur, and the town would 
take on risk amd spend more to get the 
job done! 

In his closing Mr. Fournier seems 
to change his mind and proposes pay- 
ing “less than the cost of a cup of cof- 
fee,’ for the weekly trash service he 
already gets. While I can’t fully relate 
to the cup of coffee analogy, I guess 
Mr. Fournier doesn’t mind paying two 
entities and getting one cup of cof- 
fee? Back in the day, you could buy a 
cup of coffee and get a refill. Anyway, 
most condo owners continue to seek 
fairness, equity, and just one indication 
that we’re not considered second-class 
citizens by this town.

Fashion show focuses on needs of autistic children

Cristina Di Nardo-Dupre, an individual and family thera- 
pist in Agawam who established RCCEF in 2009, has spent 
nearly 40 years helping children with autism. She said many 
families she serves can’t access services needed by children 
afflicted with autism and other neurodevelopmental condi- 
tions. 

“Tt’s not about curing the child with autism, it’s about un- 
locking his or her potential,’ Di Nardo-Dupre said. “Some- 
times progress is slow and other times it’s fast. There’s no 
way to know how the brain works. But one thing is certain: 
children must be diagnosed as early as possible and receive 
the appropriate help, treatment, and resources.” 

DiNardo-Dupre started RCCF to provide supportive ser- 
vices for parents who have special needs children — and who 
need more extensive services than what is currently provided 
in the area as well as help coordinating these services. “Chil- 
dren and families who receive these services can integrate 
better into society and lead more productive lives,” she said. 

After founding RCCF, DiNardo-Dupre stepped down as 
its leader and became a member of the board of directors she 
formed to help her create a non-profit organization. Proulx 
said he joined and agreed to take the post of president be- 
cause he has close friends who have an autistic child. The 
Westfield resident said he saw RCCF as having the potential 
to be “a great organization.” 

Several other individuals who have direct clinical experi- 
ence — either as providers or consumers of services for chil- 
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dren with special needs in Western Massachusetts — were 
recruited to serve on the RCCF board. They are: Martina 
Pocaterra, treasurer, who works for the Commonwealth 
Department of Developmental Services in Springfield; Dr. 
John Fanton, secretary, a child and adolescent psychiatrist in 
Springfield; Patricia Rogowski, board member, a child psy- 
chiatric nurse in Springfield. 

To meet the needs of autistic children and to fill the gap 
between government and private business services, it plans 
to provide multifaceted programs that will include but not be 
limited to parent support, educational advocacy, direct and 
indirect child clinical services, and care coordination. 

Proulx said educational advocacy, counseling, therapeutic 
daycare, after school services, social skills development, and 
respite services are among the programs RCCF will offer to 
specifically help families with special needs children. 

He said the program infrastructure is still being developed, 
but RCCF is preparing to implement its programs. “RCCF 
isn’t looking to duplicate programs, but replicate them and 
expand access to overwhelmed services in the region for 
children with special needs -- regardless of their insurance 
status.” 

RCCF already has a commitment from Pediatric Associ- 
ates of Hampden County to start a parent support group at 
its Westfield and West Springfield offices as one of the first 
programs. 

“We hope these parents will be a resource by advocating 
for their own children and getting the word out that these 
children with autism can be functioning members of soci- 
ety,’ added Proulx. 

Special needs children who participate in community ac- 
tivities — such as sports teams or school activities — can show 
the community that they have positive traits when interact- 
ing with typical children. “I’m aware of students in Agawam 
who have received great support from their peers and cre-

ated leadership groups that enhance their social skills,” said 
DiNardo-Dupre.
